COPY OF THE RECORDS OF THE TOWN MEETING 
MARCH 8, 1938 


Meeting called to order at 9 A. M. by the Moderator, 
Bernard I. Churchill, who proceeded to read the warrant. 


On the motion of Ira M. Downing it was voted that the 
polls be kept open until 6 P. M. 


Article 1. At 6o’clock the polls were declared closed 
and we proceeded to count the ballots with the following 
results: 


Total number of votes cast, 398.

Hayford had 338 
and was declared elected. 


Selectman for Three Years 
Charles R. Stevens had 310 
and was declared elected.

The above officers were qualified by Bernard I. Chur- 
chill, Moderator. 


For Delegate to the Constitutional Convention 


The whole number of votes given in was 383 


Thomas F. Bluitte (R.) had 230 votes 
Scattering votes 10 
Blanks 143 


and Thomas F. Bluitte having a plurality of votes given in 
Newton, declared by the Moderator to be elected Delegate 
of said town to the Constitutional Convention to be holden 
at Concord on the second Wednesday of May, 1938. 


At 9:24 P. M. the meeting was again called to order by 
the Moderator, Bernard I. Churchill. He announced the re- 
sults of the balloting for town officers. 


On motion of Wilbur R. Sargent it was voted the select- 
men appoint the remaining town officers. 
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Article 2. The Finance Committee recommended 
that the budget be accepted as printed in the Town Report. 
After much discussion it was changed as follows: Relief 
department changed from $3,000 to $1,800; old age assist- 
ance, $1,200; W. P. A. projects, $500. 


It was voted to accept the budget as printed with these 
changes. 


Under this article W. R. Sargent made this motion: 
“That $100.00 be added to the budget this year, and 
$100.00 every year after, until voted otherwise, for the pur- 
pose of creating a fund to hire a State Auditor or a Public 
Accountant. 


The Finance Committee from this date shall have the 
power to use all or any part of this fund to hire such auditor 
or accountant, to audit any one account or department, such 
as Selectmen’s, Treasurer’s, Tax Collector’s, Road Agent’s, 
Police, Trustees’ or others or to make a complete audit of 
ali Town accounts, records or books. 


The Town auditor or auditors shall or may call upon 
the Finance Committee for an audit of any account when 
they so desire.” 


This was a vote and the $100.00 was added to the bud- 
get. 


Article 8. After a great deal of discussion it was 
voted not to accept the reports of the town officers, but to 
hold them over until next town meeting. 


Article 4. The Finance Committee recommended 
that the Selectmen be authorized to hire money in anticipa- 
tion of taxes. It was voted to accept this article. 


Article 5. The Finance Committee recommended that 
the town raise and appropriate $194.06 to receive $776.24 
State Aid Assistance under Class 5 and to be used on the 
Smith’s Corner road under the direction of the road com- 
missioner. Motion made we accept the recommendation 
and it was a vote. 
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Article 6. The Finance Committee recommended 
that the Selectmen endeavor to arrange a W. P. A. project 
for the repair, resurfacing and making safe Wallace Street, 
and raise and appropriate the sum of $100.00 for the town’s 
proportion on a three for one basis. 


After a discussion it was voted that the road commis- 
sioner have charge of the road this year. 


Article 7. The Finance Committee recommended 
that due to the fact the article has been taken care of under 
Article 5, it be passed over and it was so voted. 


Article 8. Due to the fact that the town is trying to 
arrange a lower rate on street lighting and as there is no 
hazard on Gould’s Hill, the committee does not recommend 
the re-installing of the light. It was voted to accept the 
recommendation of the Finance Committee. 


Article 9. The Finance Committee recommended 
that the town raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 to 
be added to the sum of $218.00, which was raised by popu- 
tar subscription and the same to be used for a Soldiers’ 
memorial and celebration. 


After a long discussion a motion was made that the 
sum of $300.00 be raised and appropriated to add to the 
$218.00 and a committee be appointed to spend the money 
to the best advantage. It was a vote. 


The moderator appointed the following committee: 
Robert Prescott, Herbert Wilbur and George Adams. 


Article 10. The Finance Committee recommended 
that the town purchase a snow blade for clearing snow and 
raise and appropriate the sum of $300.00 for the same. 


It was explained that after contacting manufacturers 
it was found that the blade most suitable would cost 
$400.00 


It was voted to raise and appropriate $400.00. 
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The moderator appointed the following committee to 
purchase the same: Samuel F. Boyd, Hayden E. Cheney, 
Willard F. Paul. 


Article 11. The Finance Committee recommended 
that the article be passed over. 


After hearing the celebration explained it was voted 
to raise and appropriate $25.00 for the celebrating of the 
anniversary of the ratification of the federal constitution by 
the State, June 21, 1938, the money to be spent under the 
supervision of the Selectmen. 


Article 12. The Finance Committee recommended 
that due to the fact that the article was taken care of under 
Article No. 5, that it be passed over. 


It was voted we pass over this article. 


Article 13. The Finance Committee recommended 
that this article, for a W. P. A. project to trim the trees on 
town streets, be passed over. Motion made to pass over this 
article and it was a vote. 


Article 14. The Finance Committee recommended 
that the Road Commissioner take care of Pond Street. It 
was voted to accept the committee’s recommendation. 


The committee recommended that the selectmen be 
authorized to insure all town employees against accident— 
the premium to be paid out of general expense. 


William Davis explained that this would cost around 
$100.00 for 5 years. 


It was voted to accept this recommendation. 


William K. Davis made the following motion:- “‘To see 
if the town will vote to authorize the Cemetery Trustees to 
deposit all money received from the sale of lots in Willow 
Grove Cemetery in a savings bank to create a fund, the in-. 
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come from said fund to be used in taking care of Willow 
Grove Cemetery.” 

It was a vote. 
Robert S. Prescott made the following motion—‘‘That 
in the town report for next year there shall be printed the 


names of all persons receiving relief and the amount of the 
relief given during the year to each person.”’ 


The motion was lost. 


It was voted to adjourn without date at 12:10 A. M.

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Report of Superintendent of Schools 


To the School Board and Citizens of Newton: 


It is with pleasure that I present my annual report as 
Superintendent of your schools. 


The Statistical Report is for the school year ending 
June 30, 1938. This report is followed by the reports of the 
Music Supervisor and the School Nurse. 


There has been no change in the teaching staff of our 
schools since my last report. The retention of able and ex- 
perienced teachers for a period of years is a valuable as- 
set to successful schools, and a source of educational econ- 
omy not to be overlooked. Our teachers have all taken 
courses in education either during the summer or during 
the school year. Last summer Miss Kalashian, Mrs. Palmer, 
and Mrs. Knowles attended Boston University, where they 
took, as a part of their work, a course in Remedial Reading 
by Dr. Durrell. For the past two summers Miss Kelly has 
attended Plymouth Normal School. Mrs. Wright attended 
Keene Normal Summer School in 1937 and at present is 
taking a course in Remedial Reading by Dr. Durrell of Bos- 
ton University, which is being given in Haverhill. By means 
of this work our teachers are keeping abreast of modern 
thought and practice in school matters. 


The enrollment for the year covered by this report was 
one hundred eighteen, which was twenty-eight less than 
during the year previous. The school attendance averaged 
96.48% of the membership, as compared with the state 
average of 95.13%. 


There were fifteen graduates from the eighth grade 

last June. All but one of these have entered a high school 
this year. The medal given each year by the Sons of the 
, American Revolution, to the pupil in the graduating class 
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of the elementary schools who has best exemplified the 
principles of good citizenship, was awarded to Barbara 
Morse. The following list shows the September enrol!ment 
of Newton pupils in High Schools:

A 16mm. Silent Motion Picture Machine was pur- 
chased by the towns of our Supervisory Union last spring 
for use in visual education in the schools. Films that deal 
with and supplement the curriculum of the school are 
shown. For the elementary school there are available with- 
out cost, except transportation, films dealing with health, 
safety, geography, history, and home making. Films have 
been shown on Alaska, Brazil, Philippine Islands, Denmark, 
Siberia, and the Sahara Desert; as well as on wheat, corn, 
oranges, the life of Lincoln and of Washington. Motion pic- 
tures and radio are rapidly taking a place in the school- 
room. Non-readers often learn by this means as rapidly as 
good readers. Teachers find that a motion picture in history 
or geography creates a desire to learn more about the sub- 
ject. Experimentors have found that children learn from 
motion pictures three or four times as rapidly as by read- 
ing and they retain it longer. 


The fine dental clinic held last Spring was made pos- 
sible by the combined efforts of our Granges. Funds fur- 
nished by the Red Cross made it possible to provide glass- 
es, clothing, and cod liver oil for children in need of the 
same. 


The Metropolitan Achievement Tests are given each 
year in grades 1-8 inclusive. The Otis Mental Ability Tests 
are given in grade four. These tests help in checking school 
progress. They also show the need, when it exists, of addi- 
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tional drill in some subjects. Our tests show that good 
progress is being made. The teachers who have taken or are 
taking Dr. Durrell’s course in Remedial Reading will re- 
ceive assistance in solving reading problems. Mrs. Knowles 
has organized a group in remedial reading at Rowe’s Corner 
School, for the pupils in grades five and six that have read- 
ing difficulties. 


The Rowe’s Corner building has been equipped with 
window screens for some time. Last summer window screens 
and screen doors were put on at the Junction building. In 
both cases the cost was paid by funds raised by the school 
itself. We hope that the Village School may soon have sim- 
ilar equipment. The Kaustine tanks used in our toilets last 
from ten to twelve years. Those at the Village School have 
been in use about ten years, and will probably not last much 
longer. 


A curriculum in safety education has been worked out 
by a committee of New Hampshire educators and has been 
made available for each school. This will be of real help to 
our teachers in making education for safety more effective. 
Not only is safety on the highway stressed, but also safety 
in the home and on the playground. 


During National Education Week in November, pa- 
rents are urged to visit the schools. A large number of pa- 
rents, especially mothers, avail themselves of this oppor- 
tunity. We only wish that parents would come more often. 
If parent and teacher are to work together for the best de- 
velopment of the child, it is very necessary that they have 
an opportunity to meet. 

In conclusion, I wish to express my thanks to the School 
‘Board for their generous support and commend the time 
and energy they have so generously expended for the wel- 
fare of the schools. I also commend the effective and loyal 
work of the teachers in guiding their pupils forward on the 
road to good citizenship.

I herewith present my annual report as Supervisor of 
Music in the Newton schools. 


The work in music is being continued much the same as: 
in former years. The children have an organized course in 
rote singing, the songs are written within the range of the 
child’s voice, and of simple rhythm. The elements of mu- 
sical notation are taught step by step; as the children are 
ready for a problem it is presented to the eye on the black- 
board, training the ear and eye for sight-reading. 


The radio and victrola are used for the teaching of 
musical appreciation. An outline of the program to be pre- 
sented is written on the blackboard, the teacher tells some- 
thing of interest about the selection and the composer, be- 
fore the children listen to the composition. 


For your continued interest and helpfulness, and the 
hearty cooperation of the teachers, I am most grateful.
